Let ae explain how the enclosure® work, and what X have done. All peg© references 
under each quote are to the Baataa edition. In sobs© cases X prefaced the page namber 
i3ith a "3" to indicate Santas, but X abandeaned teat practice early on. Bach quote is 
dated, and where there is sore than eas tape to a date, there is a letter after the 
date indicating tea soquenee of tec tape, @.g,, "April 16, 1973-3" would denote tec 
second tap® transcript of April 16, X realise now this is a Mt awkward, »nd it ««n 
fee overcome by using the date and the appendix msabsr* 

Currently, there is little organisation to tee excerpts, In most of the cases, there 
are Just single sheets on isolated topics, such as "She &enaodyB B , "Hoover”, "The FBI". 

In seal© oases X have clipped together several pages which have different Wd-jngg at the 
top, because X felt there was a deer thread that related tern, X hav® a large amount 
oa John Bean which I think makes the most sons© put together as I hav© dene, particularly 
on the iEEaunity question, for it becomes apparent that Mixes knew Bean waa essential 
to the Grand Jury to sink Hal&eman and Ehrliehaaa, and thus refused to have Bean granted 
iEESunity not for policy reasons, but because lie wanted to make sure teat Bean kept his 
mouth shut, There are several categories cm tho cover-up, and this is perhaps on® of 
tee most complex organisational problem. Hist, X have isolated excerpts trm the 
Sept, 15, *72 tape which i nd icate either that Mixon had some idea of a cover-up or that 
ho was engaged in what was tantamount to a eovwtMip, that is, trying to turn off any 
Congressional investigations, That all should be Juxtaposed with quotes fresa his 
August 29, 1972 Eress Cenf, where be says we are not covering up and are fully cooperating 
with all investigations, men X have isolated excerpts from tee March 13, *73 tan© 
showing that Mixon was informed on that date of inf omation which had to tell Ms' that 
there was a cover-up, oven if he didn’t know tee details. This can be Juxtaposed with 
his repeated claim that ho first learned of cover-up on March 13, as well as with a 
quote from a legal dictionary which states teat a person can become an accessory if he 
fails to aot whan iafonasd of information which would reasonably load to further inquiry 
which would uncover a crime. She organisational problems cm the whole cover-up issue 
become far sore complex beginning with March 21 • I have one very large collection of 
excerpts which hav© in ecEaaan the general theme of associating Mixon with participation 
££ or instigation of acts and ideas which have the effect of perpetuating tea cover-up 
or covering up the cover-up. Free. this X have separated things dealing directly with 
tee hush-raaney to Bunt, and those excerpts show teat Miasm ordered it to fee paid, 
it was paid, and than devised a false cover-story with Ealdsmaa to protect hiiaself. That 
can be Juxtaposed with Mixon’s public lies and apologies on the lm«h money issue. There 
is also a separate grouping for the Ulsborg Break-da and related "Matronal Security" 
covwcp-ups. 

Other topic groupings have unmistakable bearing on the cover-ups. Cne is the "Been
